"There  are  many  better  vessels  afloat 
than  the  Karluk,  altlibugli  'she  has  al- 
ready withstood  the  •polar  ice  through 
many  seasons,  and  although'  site  is  as 
sound  now  as  when  new,  but  apart  from 
the  character  of  the  veBBpl,.f!8w  filings 
in  equipment  have  been  left  unprovided 
for.  She  has  a  sailing  master  In  Cap- 
tain Bartlett,  whose  experience  gained 
under  .\dmiral  Peary  takes  first  rank 
In  the  world  among  ice  navlgiatorfe.  But 
the  Beaufort  Bea,  north  of  Alaslca, 
varies  In  its  ice  conditions  perhaps 
more  from  season  to  season  than  any 
other  part  of  the  north  polar  area,  for 
If  westerly  winds  prevail  through  the 
whole  season,  a«  they  sometimes  do, 
the  entire  ocean  north  of  Alaska  in  the 
neighborhood  of  the  land  ts  so  filled 
with  ice  that  no  ship  of  any  power  or 
construction  could  possibly  penetrate  to 
the  mcrtith  of  the  Mackenzie.  In  sea- 
sons when  easterly  winds  prevail,  on 
the  other  hand,  the  Beaufort  Sea  is 
^.'cnerally  free  of  Ice  and  sometimes  as 
free  of  It,  for  all  one  can  tell  by  cruis- 
ing through  the  whalInK  waters,  as  the 
Atlantic  Is  between  New  York  and  Liv- 
erpool.

VANCOUVER,  June  IT;— A  redistribu- 
tion bill  and  In  all  probability  the  draw- 
ing up  of  a  programme  of  Sonalu  re- 
form will  be  the  next  work  to  which  the 
Dominion  Qovernment  will  turp  us  at- 
tention, according  to  the  general  con- 
census of  opinion  at  Ottawa,  said  Dr. 
Thompson,   M.  P.  for    the   Vukon,    tonight. 

"Canada  has  been  placed  in  a  humlllnt- 
ing  position,"  snld  Dr.  Thompson,  "as  i 
result  of  the  naval  debate.  Mr.  Borden 
feels  that  the  Senate,  being  part  of  the 
constitution  of  the  country,  should  be 
reformed  along  constitutional  lines.  He 
win  not,  therefore,  appeal  to  the  people 
at  once,  trul  so  far  as  a  private  member 
i:an  Judge,  will  draw  up  to  proRramnie 
of  reform  and  submit  It  to  the  people 
When  he  next  ROes  'to  the  country. 
There  will  be  no  immediate  dissolution 
of  Parliament."

System  Will  l3o  Into  Force 
Early  Next  Year — Efforts  to 
Increase  Trade  With  China 
and  Japan. 

OTTAWA,  Ontr,  'j^ljl^j^. — Hor.  Louis.' 
Coderre,  who.  as  'WmJIkwr  ofMlnes.as 
well  as  Secretary  of  State,  Intends 
this  Summer  to  make  a  Western  tour 
which  will  take  him  as  far  as  Dawsoti. 
The  minister's  tour  wlM  take  place  in 
August,  when  he  will  accompany  mem- 
l)ers  of  the  geological  conference  from 
Teronto  to  the  Pacific  Coast  and  into 
the  Yukon.  Mr.  Co^lerrc's  purpose  is 
to  familiarize  himself  with  the  natural 
conditions  of  the  Dominion  and  to  ac- 
quire at  first  hand  information  as  to 
problems  of  the  department  over  which 
he   presides. 

Parcels  Post  System. 
The  Postortice  Department  Is  proceed- 
ing with  the  parcels  post  scheme  with 
the  Idea  of  having  it  in  force  by  Jan- 
uary 1.  A  Conference  will  shortly  be 
arranged  with  the  railroad  companies 
and  the  rates  will  largely  be  based 
upon  the  outcome  of  this.  It  Is  Intend- 
ed also  to  appoint  two  supervisors  for 
the  system  without  delay  and  generally 
to  facilitate  the  details  of  the  system 
■with  a  view  to  its  operation  as  soon  as 
possible. 

To    Develop   Trade 

P.lchard  Orlggr,  Commissioner  of 
Commerce,  who  has  been  in  China  and 
Japan  for  the  last  two  months,  will 
TTieet  Hon.  George  E.  Foster  there  and 
conduct  final  negotiations  looking  to 
trade  development  between  these  coun- 
tries and  Canada.  Last  year  Canada 
export-ed  |4S7,000  worth  of  goods  to 
Japan  and  $414,000  to  China.  The  Im-^ 
ports  respectively  were  |2, 900, 000  and 
11611,000.

Miss  Bllodeau.  who  was  with  her  when 
she  opened  the  packet,  and  who  is  now 
In  the  St.  Vjncent  de  Paul  Hoepftal  with 
her  face  and  hands  badly  burned,  says 
that  whto  her  sister-in-law  began  to 
open  the  package  a  blue  flame  was 
emitted  and  that  this  wfts  immediately 
followed  by  a  deafening  explosion.  Mrs. 
Bllodeau  was  killed  on  the  spot  e 

Coroner  Bachud  swore  in  a  Jury  to- 
night and  took  the  testimony  of  a  few 
witnesses  The  first  witness  was  Al- 
phonse  Bllodeau,  husband  of  the  dead 
woman.  He  was  not  present  when  the 
accident  occurreid  and  could  give  little 
evidence,  of  importance.  He  stated  he 
had   no   reason    to   suspect  any   person. 

Oscar  Oaumont,  a  postmaii.  ^who  de- 
livered the  fateful  box.  #a8  on  the 
stand.

The  Empress,  althouch  somewhat 
taxed  by  the  continuous  fostlvltica,  be- 
ginning with  Princess  Victoria  Luise's 
marrlags,  was  nevertheless  present.  The 
Kin/?  of  Saxony  proposed  a  toast  to  the 
EJmperor,  who  responded  with  grateful 
acknowledgrmcnt  of  the  loyal  aid  that 
has  always  been  granted'hlm  by  hia 
brother  sovereigns. 

The  torchlight  procession  started  at 
9:45  o'clock  and  occupied  an  ho\ir  and 
a  quarter  In  passin-gr.  The  students, 
mounted  on  vehicles  and  afoot,  wearingr 
the  varl-colored  caps  and  ribbands  and 
the  picturesque  InslRnIa  of  llieir  corps, 
paraded  past  the  castle,  on  thti  balcony, 
of  which  were  seated  the  Emperor  and 
Empress  and  other  sovereiftns.  The 
cheerInK  was  unending  and  the  Em- 
peror "bowed  smilingly  and  saluted  con- 
tiruially.  The  visiting  sovereigns  started 
for    their   homes    tonight. 

"The  day  of  the  people,''  yesterday, 
In  the  celebration  of  the  completion  of  25 
yenrs'  reign  hy  Emperor  William,  was 
succeeded  today  by  that  of  the  allied 
Bnvereigns  of  the  Federated  States  of 
the  Empire.  Most  of  the  nilera  ar- 
rived In  Berlin  last  night  or  this  rnorn- 
ing  nnrl  gflve  the  sons  of  the  Emperor 
a  busy  session  In  receiving  them  at 
the  \«r1<iiis  Ptatliins.  They  gathered 
at  noon  in  the  PlUar  Hall  of  the 
csstle  and  then  were  present  at  a  atate 
banquet  prssidcd  over  by  the  Xmperor.

Very  great  importance  attaches  to 
the  opening  of  the  Saanloh  Intenirban 
lUllway.  which  take*  place  today.  It 
means  a  considerable  step  forward  In 
the  development  of  the  Immediate  hin- 
terland of  this  city.  The  line  passps 
through  an  area  that  Is  elmo»t  certain 
to  be  Included  In  the  Greater  Victoria 
of  the  future.  The  Inauguration  of  the 
first  interurban  line  on  the  Island  Is  in 
itFelf  of  more  than  ordinary  eignlfi- 
eance,  but  Jn  the  present  Instance  Is 
doubly  Important  because  of  the  nature 
of  the  territory  traversed.  Its  capabUl- 
t^SB  of  tiJevelnnment  and  Its  Ideal  char- 


acter  for  Industrial,  commercial,  agri- 
cultural and  residential  purposes. 
The  entVrprlse  marks  a  new  era  tn 
-th«- growing  »e«i^tle»  of  the  B.  C, 
Electric  Railway  Company  on  Vancou- 
ver Island.  This  company  opened  its 
system  here  In  1890. '  running  Its  firot 
car  on  February  22  of  that  year.  The 
number  of  cars  operated  at  that  time 
was  four,  the  number  of  employees 
fifty,  the  miles  of  trackage  about  eight, 
and  the  horsepower  utUlxed  only  some 
350.  Between  1890  and  1903  the  prog- 
roes  made  was  comparatively  great,  but 


able  localliieB,  and  as  yet  there  Is  no 
certain  means  of  prospecting  except  by 
boring.

of  the  Government.  It  was  certain 
that  the  trade  of  the  Dominion  would 
exceed  a  billion  dollars,  but  we  find  that 
to  be  exact  it  reached  -the  remarkable 
total  of  $l,(r68. 660.225.  This  Is  an  in- 
crease of  $205,960,393  o\er  the  previous 
year.  We  doubt  If  any  other  country 
has  ever  shown  a  similar  record  of 
progress  in  proportion  to  'the  popula- 
tion. Approximately  speaking,  the 
trade  of  the  country  Is  $184  per  head  of 
the  population.  The  exports  alona 
amounted  to  $4g  per  head.  In  the 
United  Kingdom  the  exports  amounted 
to,  roughly,  ISO  per  head  in  1911.  In 
Canada  the  Imports  reach  over  $S4  per 
Individual,  and  In  the  United  Kingdom 
$75.

A  iprotector  of  Btraagera 

The  Plctohal  Review  contains  an  ac- 
count of  what  is  being  done  by  a 
woman  for  the  immigrants  of  the 
United  States,  which  is  both  Interest- 
ing and  Instructive.  Miss  Frances  Kel- 
lor  Is  head  of  the  New  York  Bureau  of 
Industries  and   Immigration. 

It  is  her  duty  to  guair&  ImonigranvS 
from  the  greed  of  those  who  are  ready 
to  rob  them  of  the  small  sums  of 
money  they  bring  to  the  country,  to 
find  employment  for  them,  and  to  pr-j- 
tect  girls  from  those  who  would  en- 
trap them  Into  a  life  of  Immorality. 
This  and  much  more,  ah©  does  with  the 
aid  of  an  active  staff  of  young  men 
and  women. 

Mies  KeUor  is  a  college  graduate, 
who,  while  quite  a  young  girl,  became 
interested  In  prisons  and  prisoners.  She 
became  convinced  from  her  acquaint- 
ance with  prisoners  that  there  was 
much  amiss  with  labor  condltlonii. 

As  a  girl  In  search  of  employment, 
and  as  a  woman  looking  for  a  suitable 
terv^t.  r  she  discovered  that  the  em- 
T>ir^^iHDi  kgen<^  lr«r«  v«y^«ften  but 
means  of  exttfnion,  «n4  sometimes 
agentfi  of  evildoers.  The  Ignorance  and 
inexperience  of  Immigrants,  and  their 
Inability  to  speak  English,  rendered 
tBem  an  easy  prey  of  tlje  harpies  that 
Isaunted  the  districts  of  New  Tork  near 
Ellls  Island. 

In  a  book  entitled  "Out  of 
Miss  Kellor  published  the  result  of  her 
observations.  The  revelations  she  made 
set  philanthropic  societies  at  work  In- 
vestigating. Their  discoveries  led  to 
4he'  establishment  'of  an  Inter-Munlcl- 
pal  Research  Committee,  and  the  dis- 
coveries made  by  this  body  were  the 
cause  of  legislation  which  did  away 
with  many  of  the  evils  and  dangers  of 
employment  agencies  and  disreputable 
lodging  houses. 

Three  years  ago  <Jovemor  Hughes 
made  Miss  Kellor  a  member  of  th« 
commission  on  Immigration.  It»  flpd- 
tngs  led  to:  the  establishment  of  a, 
bureau  of  immigration,  of  which  lllw 
Kellor  la  chief  investigator. 

*Po  her  the  poor  people,  men  •»* 
wMHen  of  ^1  nations  and  tongues,  eome 
wit>i  their  complaints,  and  It  is  seldoih 
that  she  falls  to  redreaa  their  wrongs 
lim.'!tOL  ifford  them  the  bii^p  th«y  need.

of   these  are  expensive  institutions. 

In  sixteen  of  the  United  States,  In 
Australia  and  in  New  Zealand,  no 
mother  Is  compelled  to  part  from  her 
child  that  she  may  earn  a  living  for 
hlni  and  for  herself.  The  states  which 
have  adopted  this  plan  are  California. 
Colorado,  Idaho,  Illinois,  Iowa,  Michigan, 
Minnesota,  Nebraska,  New  Hampshire, 
New  Jersey,  Ohio.  Oregon,  Pennsylvania, 
Spuih  Dakota,  Utah  and  Washington. 
The  cities  of  St.  Louis,  Kansas  City  and 
Milwaukee  provide  for  their  orphan 
children  In  this  way. 

Thg  greatest  care  Is  taken  to  see  thst. 
the  mothers  are  good  wonden,  fit  to  be 
guardians  of  their  children,  ana  that  the 
money  granted  Is  wisely  expended. 

An  English  economist,  Mr.  Hobhousf, 
In  advocating  widows'  pensions,  s9v#>: 
"We  cease  to  regard  the  publio  ■■,cr"', 
as  a  dole;  we  treat  It  as  a  iiaymer.t  ioi 
m  civic  service;  and  the  condition  that 
we  are  inclined  to  exact  Is  prectsiely 
that  the  mother  should  not  endeavor  to 
add  to  It  by  eamlns  wages,  but  ra'hiSr 
that  she  should  keep  her  home  re- 
respectable,  and  bring  tift  her  cbildren 
In  health  and  happiness." 

The  l>7ew  Tork  Outlook  concludes  a 
long  article  on  this  subject  by  the  fol- 
lowing paragraph:  'The  one  iWut^  Im- 
portant to  remember  Is  this:  Accdrd- 
ing  to  the  heretofore  common  method,  a 
mother  unable  to  support  her  children 
ha^  to  become  a  wage-earner,  while  the 
State  takes  her  children  and  employs 
strangers  to  bring  them  up;  under  the 
mothers'  pension  system  this  mother,  in- 
stead of  strangers,  Is  paid  by  the  State 
to  do  the  v*sry  work  she  jls  presumably 
most  fitted  to  do — bring  up  her  own 
children.  As  Professor  Hobhouse  sbya: 
"The  mother  of  young  children  is  doing 
a  better  service  to  'the  community  and 
one  more  worthy  of  pecuniary  renumera- 
tlon  when  she  stays  at  home  and  aninde 
her  children  than  when  she  «6t»  otit 
charing  and  leaves  them  to  tlie  cbatusec 
of  the  street  or  to  the  care  ixf  a  neigh- 
bor"— or,  we  might  add.  <iv«a  to  aJltate 
inatitutlon.

In  our  new  province  there  are  many 
problems  arising  which  eilder  com- 
muflltlea  have  already  aolved  puccesar 
tully.  ^JLTObiig  tbeao  Ifl' ^he  aupport  of 
Widows  or  deaerteaiwlvea  who  have 
young  cWldrcn  to  care  for. 

This  matter  Is  now  engaging  the  at- 
tention of  thost  people  m  our  city  who 
are  active  In  philanthropic  work. 
There  are  reasons  why  in  Victoria  a 
woman,  left  with  young  children  Is 
Ukply  to  find  life  harder,  than  In  older 
communities. 

Farallles  living  In  Victoria  arfe  very 
oft^n  far  awfay  from  frlenda  "who  are 
able  to  aasliit  them."  Grandparents, 
uncles  and  aunts  In  the  old  country. 
In  Eastern  Canada  or  In  the  more 
dlHiant  of  the  TTnlted  States  might  find 
K  niiUe  possible  to  afford  substantial 
assistance  to  the  mother  and  little 
ones  If  they  lived  In  their  neighbor- 
hood who  can  help  very  little  when 
they    are    thousands    of    miles    away. 

It  costs  a  great  deal  to  move  a  fam- 
ily, and  poor  human  nature,  too,  often 
falls  to  appreciate  the  needs  It  does  not 
spe.  The  most  enthusiastic  Victorian 
will  not  claim  that  living  Is  cheap  In 
our  own  city.  i 

On  the  otlier  hand,  there  Is  a  good  de 
mand  for  women's  work,  and  any  woman 
who  has  hern  able  to  keep  n  house  of 
her  ov/n,  can  earn  enough,  If  she  Is 
stronp,  In  stijiport  her  children.  B>it 
unli^ss  fthe  has  some,  money,  she  muRt 
do  so  at  the  cost  of  parting  with  her 
ch.ldrcn.  or.  If  they  are  a  little  older,  of 
leaving  them  unprotected  while  she  -ir. 
at  work. 

The  consequence  Is  that  the  children 
must  bp  put  In  nn  institution  to  be 
maintained,  as  far  as  posslblp,  hy  her. 
or  pfnt  to  school  to  run  about  the 
Rtrfiels  In  the  Interval  between  Ifa  liU,- 
ml;-al  nnO  the  mother's  return.

Vessel  Built  for  New  England 

Jkh  Compalfiy  Is  the  Latest 

wjjji^  jn  FIsSiirtg  Craft. ^on- 

ilsCoast.  .  : 


Th»'^ji6»l<»jtMrbo<itef,  first  at  two  pow- 
erful auxiHiarr  flabing  schooners  built 
«.t  aioucester.  llttVkW' Ik»i^tll0  ordw  of  the 
New  England  Fish  Oompany.  of  Van- 
couver, is  ahottly  to  be  followed  front 
Boston  by  the  Irfatttr'^  Bchootier.

Both  vessels  will  be  operated  by  the 
New  England  Fish  Company  out  ot  Van- 
couver to  the  halibut  fishing  grounds 
of  British   Columbia   and  Alaska. 

The  sail  ploii  tit  these  boats  shows  an 
abbreviated  arM  as  compared  with  the 
old  familiar  type  of  fishing  schooner. 
There  is  no  to];>-mast,  and  the  bowsprit 
has  been  omitted.  This  reduces  both 
the  height  and  the  length  of  the  sail 
area,  and  leaves  simply  four  fore-and-aft 
sails — ^Jlb,  staysail,  foresail  and  main- 
sail. There  is,  in  addition,  a  square 
sail  on  the  foremast,  to  be  used  when 
running  before  the  wind.  To  Offset  this 
decrease  In  sail  area  each  vessel  is 
equipped  with  twin  scf-ews,  operated  by 
XOO  h.-p.  Blonchard  marine  oil  engines. 
Powerfully  Englned 

These  engines  are  designed  for  using 
fuel  oil.  The  most  interesting  feature 
of ■  the  new  schooner  Is  Its  power  plant. 
Each  of  the  two  four-cylinder  engines 
weighs  about  8,000  pounds?  The  oylln- 
V  ders  have  a  diameter  of  10  inches,  with 
a  stroke  of  10  inches,  and  under  full 
power  the  engine  runs  at  320  revolutions 
per  minute.  Each  engine  la  11  feet  4 
inches  long  and  30 V4  inches  wide,  a  very 
small 'space  for  the  power.  The  height 
of  the  engine  above  the  shaft  Is  ii 
inches,  while  the  depth  from  the  centre 
of  the  shaft  to  the  bottom  of  S«e  crank 
case  is  11%  inches,  making  the  total 
height  of  the  engine  well  under  five  feet. 
The  propeller  shafting  is  3  inches  In 
diameter,  each  shaft  carrying  one  three- 
bladed  featherinj?  wheel  44  inches  In 
diameter  and  with  a  pitch  of  46  inches. 
The  fuel  oil  carried  on  the  long  trip 
around  the  Horn  was  7,000  gallons.  The 
vessels  are  of  165  tons  each.  The  length 
ovepall  is  126  feet,  with  a  watcrline 
length  of  102  feet.  The  waterllne  beam 
Is  24iii  feet,  while  the  mean  draft  is  10 
feet.  The  Knickerbocker  made  a  speed 
of   10   knots  on  her  trials.

"The  sensational  aspect  of  the  Cana- 
dian Arctic  Expedition  is  that  if  It 
should  prove  successful,  as  it  conceiv- 
ably may.  then  it  will  close  forever  the; 
chapter  of  geographic  discovery,  for  the 
only  place  on  the  whole  earth  where 
there  can  possibly  be  lands  of  consid- 
erable extent  whoso  very  existence  is 
unknown  to  us,  Is  the  unexplored  area 
oC  a  million  or  so  square  miles  that  Is 
represented  by  the  white  patch  on  our 
maps,  lying  between  Alaska  and  the 
North  Pole. 

"But  the  more  important  aspect  of 
the  expedition  Is  the  broadly  scientific 
one,  for  it  carries  a  larger  staff  of 
scientific  specialists  than  has  ever 
been  carried  on  a  polar  expedition  north 
or  south,  and  tMelr  investigations  will 
be  distributed  among  more  departments 
of  human  knowledge  than  have  ever 
been  included  in  the  formal''  programme 
of  a  polar  expedition. 

"The  time  contemplated  is  also  'un- 
usually long,  for  if  everything  goes  ac- 
cording to  schedule,  the  work  of  tho 
fifteen  scientists  will  ,  extend  through 
three  Winters  and  four  Summers.  On 
our  last  expedition  Dr.  Anderson  and  I 
found  that  the  work  we  had  planned  to 
do  in  ono  yea'r  could  not  be  done  in  less 
than  four,  and  wo  acoordlngly  stayed 
thfc  four  years  to  do  U.  Tho  same  prin- 
ciple will  still  apply,  and  tt  no  catas-

Turns   Her  Prow    Towards    the   Frozen   North 
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Taking  Her  Initial  Sailing  to  the 
Land  of  the  IVlidnight  Sun, 
Pacific  Coast  Steamship 
Sails  Tomorrow, 
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SS.  Karluk  Leavkig;  Esquimau  Harbor, 


Largest  Vessel  in  the' World 
Scheduled  to  Arrive  at  New 
York.  Today,  Seven  Days 
Out  From  Harpburg. 


Under  schedule  to .  reach  New  York 
todsiji^:^^^'^  steamship  Imperator,  the 
iBLTS^fi^tl  in  tlie  world,  will  have 
completed  he  maiden  voyage  across  the 
Atlantic.  This  leviathan  measures  919 
feet  in  length  and  ha.s  a  tonnage  of  50,- 
000.  Her  quadruple  turbines  develop  an 
average  speed  of  22  1-2  knots,  making 
it  possible  to  arrive  at  London  and 
Paris  on  the  sixth  day  and  Hamburg 
on  the  seventh  day  out  from  New  York. 
The  masts  measure  246  feet  from  keel 
to  topmast;  her  bridge  is  90  feet  above 
the  water,  while  her  funnels  extend  69 
feet  above  the  upper  deck,  with  open- 
ings 32  feet  In  length  by  18  feet  in 
width.       ' 

Taking  advantage  of  her  unprece- 
dented proportions,  her  public  cabins 
and  staterooms  have  been  made  unusu- 
ally large  and  lux'irlous.  Despite  her 
great  .si^e,  however,  the  Imperator  will 
carry  only  a  few  more  passengers  than 
steamers  of  one-half  her  tonnage,  in 
order  to  as.sure  the  maximum  of  comfort 
for  all.  The  Imperator  has  83  life- 
boats, including  two  motor  boats.  Spe- 
cial cranes  permit  the  launching  of 
many  of  the  boats  from  either  sldt\ 
Tow   Ships   in    On* 

The  Imperator  Is  constructed  with  an 
inner  hull,  extending  above  the  water 
line,  which  makes  her  a  ship  within  a 
ship.  In  the  event  of  any  accident  to 
the  outer  skin,  the  hull  would  still  re- 
main seaworthy.  The  ship  Is  divided 
by  steel  bulkheads  into  seventeen  water- 
tight compni-tments  which  are  again 
subdivided  l>y  the  Inner  hull  and  double 
sides  Into  36  water-tight  compartment*, 
several  of  which  may  he  completely 
flooded  without  effecting  the  ship.  She 
carries  two  powerful  motor  boats  which 
could  take  all  the  life-l-Kiais  in  tow.  The 
motor  boats  are  equipped  with  a  wire- 
less apparatus,  working  over  a  radius 
of  two  hundred  miles.  A  distinctive 
feature  of  the  Imperator  is  the  Frahm 
anti-rolIlng  tanks  which,  taken  with  the 
Immense  size  of  the  ship,  rer1d»'r  her 
one  of  the  steadiest  boats  afloat.
